[Success:] Wherever we may have 
been born we use and accept as ours 
language from Atlantic to the 


realize that in some parts of Europe 
the real language of the country is 
confined to the use of the peasant 
population, In parts of Belgium, for 
instance, Flemish is used by the work- 
men, servants, cabmen and the poorest 
classes. French is the speech of the 
rest of the population. The street 
signs are printed in both. In Finland 
the peasants speak only Finnish. In 
the towns Swedish (which has no re- 
lation whatever to Finnish) is spoken, 
whereas the official language of the 
courts is Russian. Cultivated Finns 
depend for their literature largely upon 
the outside world, and are, therefore, 
conversant with English, French and 
German. 

Germany is fairly uniform in speech, 
but there are 2,000,000 Wends living in 
or near the fens and forests of the 
upper Spree. These have kept their 
national customs and their Slavic 
speech, despite the progress of the 
modern Germans around them. They 
publish six journals. 

It is interesting to note that a Rus- 
sian paper uppears in New York. three 
Swedish ones in Chicago, one in Brook- 
lyn, one in Salt Lake City, a Slova- 
kian monthly in Pittsburgh, a Slov- 
venian weekly in Tower, Minn., a Hun- 
garian weekly in Cleveland, a Norwe-

ANDCAR HEROES 
IN THE FLOOD. 


LIVES SAVED BY OPERATORS AND 
SECTION BOSSES. 


Vigilance of Men Employed in the 
Railway Service About Needles Is 
Declared to Have Saved Many 
Lives and Much Property in the 
Recent Cloudbursts. 


— 


Vibllant telegraph operators and 
faithful section bosses and laborers 
saved many lives and much property 
from the fury of the recent cloud- 
bursts along the Santa Fé in the 
neighborhood of Needles. 

So says D. E. Delape, a Los Angeles 
prospector who arrived yesterday from 
the washouts country. 

“It is something that must be seen 
to be realized,” said Mr. Delape. “It 
teaches a fearful lesson of what de- 
forested hilis will do when the floods 
come. 

“The first washout of importance in 
the series was at noon Saturday on the 
Santa Fé between Klinefelter and Java, 
fifteen or twenty miles west of Needles. 
The storm broke on Flat Top Moun- 
tain in that vicinity. The current 
of air was running one way and above 
was an inky cloud moving in the op- 
posite direction. The two to 
come together on top of that moun- 


tain. 

“The result was appalling. The light- 
ning leaped and bounded over the 
height and the roar even miles away 
was deafening. The darkness at - 
day was intense. The rain po 
straight down and in amazing volur 

“The water rushed across the line 
of the railroad and almost in a min- 
ute had washed the ground from under 
several hundred feet of track. ; 

“At the same time various stretches 
of the line between there and Needles 
were carried away and east of Needles 
there was another 600-foot gap. 

“By 11 o'clock that night the line be- 
tween Klinefelter and Java had been 
repaired by the laying of a temporary 
track on which trains could pass slow- 
ly. Then came another rush of waters 
almost as fierce as the first one and the 
big crew of men engaged in the re- 
pairs was forced to run for their lives. 

“On Sunday the tradtk was tempo- 
rarily repaited so that trains could run 
slowly over it again. By evening an- 


| other cloud crashed near Ibis and in 


fifteen minutes the Piute wash, ordi- 
narily a dry channel, was filled with 
a roaring river several hunded feet 
wide and running with big waves like 
those of the sea. 

“As an instance of the suddenness 
of cloudbursts, the freight train passing 
west e the Klinefelter washout 
safely Sunday evening. The eastbound 
passenger, from Ibis to Needles was 
followed by a torrent from the Piute 
wash that almost kept pace with the 
train and which ripped out the track. 
These trains at Ibis and Kline- 
felter is but three and one-half miles 
sopth of Ibis. Trains began moving 
generally Tuesday evening and the 
weather appeared settled. However it 
will take large gangs of men several 
weeks to restore the tacks to.their nor- 
mal condition. There seems to be no 
means of avoiding these washouts ex- 
cept by riprapping the entire line 
where exposed to the washes from the 
mountains. 

“High commeridation ts due to the 
telegraph operators, the section bosses 
and the laborers engaged on the re- 
pairs to the track. In numerous in- 
stances. operators left their stations, 
went out on the line to chosen points, 
set up their instruments, generally by 
some telegraph pole. and each stayed 
by his post. sending and receiving mes- 
sages with little or nothing to eat and 
with no shelter from the tremendous 
downpour. In some instances the op- 
erators stuck to their posts: literally 
and figuratively for periods of forty- 
eight hours and under. sm 

“Their service was paralleled by that 
of the section who were en- 
gaged steadily for periods running in 
some instances up to seventy hours in 


ing to eat. The Mexicans and Indians 
aleo did splendid service and worked 
tor eighteen hours at a stretch with 
only a sandwich or something of the 
Sort, now and then.”

The most surprising feature in connec- 
tion with this extraordinary natural 
curiosity is the fact that when. these 
great cafions are filled with water, even 
to the arch of the natural bridge hun- 
dreds of feet deep, the volume of wa- 
ter in Mammoth Spring is not in- 
creased. 

Mammoth Spring covers eighteen 
acres of ground 200 feet deep with c 
tal water. Spanned by an im 
steel bridge, navigated by naphtha 
launches and flowing its 60.000 cubic 
feet of water a minute over a dam of 
solid -masonry 170 feet long and twen- 
ty-elght feet high, it presents an ad- 
mirable picture. 

The spring alone supplies water pow- 
er equal to thou of horse-power. 
It seems to hold ite own more serene 
than the pyramids and as unchangea- 
ble as the decrees of fate. Nothing 
affects it. Its purity remains un- 
dimmed when showers of spring trans- 
form mountain streams into veritable 
sewers; cloudbursts that drown wide 
valleys and drouths that drive cattle 
to the distant lowlands neither add to 
nor take from its constant, never-vary- 
ing flow, and the keenest blast of old 
winter that ever scaled the Ozarks and 
rushed a a conqueror down these 
sunny slopes has never yet been able 
to capture and imprison in its icy fet- 
ters a single wavelet on the placid 
bosom of this mighty spring.

Some of the Eastern papers refer 
to the Chilean earthquake as “The 
Pacific Coast catastrophe.” In the 
minds of many easterners, no doubt, 
this calamity is vaguely associated 
with the. Pacific Coast of the United 
States. Having in mind the disaster 
of April 18 in San Francisco, and read- 
ing accounts of the Chilean quake. 
many persons will doubtless conclude 
that there must be some connection 
between the two, and that, in conse- 
quence, the whole Pacific Coast is in 
great danger of devastation by earth- 
quake. | 

When the term Pacific Coast is used, 
it should be used with discrimination. 
It is no more definite to refer to the 
earthquake in Valparaiso as a Pacific 
Coast disaster than it would be to refer 
to an earthquake in Montevideo, on 
the eastern coast of South America, as 
an Atlantic Coast disaster. Both 
designations might be true in a literal 
sense, but they would convey an alto- 
gether erroneous impression unless 
coupled with the information that the 
Pacific and the Atlantic coasts referred 
to are in the Southern Hemisphere, 
and that the places mentioned are 
about as far south of the equator as 
Memphis, Tenn., is north of it. 

Atlantic Coast points in the United 
States are considerably nearer to the 


scene of disturbance in Chile than are 


Well, it is an old story. We have 
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corresponding points on the Pacific 
Coast of the United States. The coast 
of the Pacific bears sharply to the east- 
ward, south of Acapulco, Mex. The 
Isthmus of Panama extends almost due 
east and west, and the Panama Canal 
will run almost due north and south. 
Valparaiso is in about the same longi- 
tude as Boston, Mass. In an air line, 
Valparaiso is approximately 5600 
miles from San Francisco; 4700 miles 
from New York; 4600 miles from 
Washington, D. C.; 4100 miles from 
New Orleans; 4200 miles from Charles- 
ton; 3600 miles from Havana; and 3200 
miles from St. Pierre, Martinique. If 
the Chilean earthquake could be re- 
garded as a menace to any portion of 
the United States, the danger would 
be on the Atlantic Coast rather than 
on the Pacific. 3 
C. Willard Hayes, chief of the 
Bureau of Geology and Paleontology in 
the United States Geological Survey. 
declares that it is erroneous to suppose 
that the Rocky Mountains and the 
Andes together constitute the “back- 
bone” of the Western Hemisphere. 
He points out that there is no real 
connection between these two great 
mountain chains. “The Andes follow 
the Pacific Coast of South Ar<rica up 
to the northern part of the continent, 
then turn eastward and run out into 
the Atlantic Ocean. The Windward 
Islands and the Lesser Antilles are, in 
fact, the continuation of the Andes 
Mountains, and the volcanoes of the 
West Indies are part of the volcanic 
system of South America.” 
The Times has heretofore pointed 
out the fact that seismic disturbances 
are likely to occur at any place on the 
earth’s surface, no section being abso- 
lutely immune. Eastern papers that 
talk loosely of the Pacific Coast in 
connection with the Chilean quhke 
should bear in mind that the Atlantic 
Coast of the United States is nearer to 
the scene of the disturbance than is 
the Pacific Coast; also that the great 
Andean mountain range, which is sup- 
posed to be connected more or less di- 
rectly with the disaster in Chile, ex- 
tends northward and eastward, partly 
under the sea, to comparatively close 
roximity to the Atlantic Coast of the 
nited States.

MITH BREAKS IN AGAIN. 

It is hopeless to expect accuracy 
of statement from any of the persons 
engaged in the power corporation cam- 
paign against the city’s water project, 
and so far as inducing them to respect 
facts is concerned, it is idle to correct 
their persistent misstatements. But 
when a Representative in Congress 
presumes to contradict the reports of 
government engineers and misuses 
Official data to befog the public mind, 
it is necessary to expose his ignorance 
or his want of good faith. 

Congressman Smith has broken into 
the Owens River discussion again, and 
if he is quoted correctly by the cor- 
poration organ, he is guilty of gross 
perversion of official data. Mr. Smith 
appears to have dropped for the mo- 
ment his brilliant proposition that the 
Federal government, which does not 
own an inch of water in Owens Valley 
and has no more right of control than 
a private citizen, shall apportion to 
Los Angeles what Congressman Smith 
deems sufficient water for present 
needs, and “guarantee” an increased 
supply at some future time. Thé fact 
that the city owns the water it pro- 
poses to take from Owens Valley may 
have found its way into Mr. Smith’s 
mind and collided with his ludicrous 
“compromise.”

he takes the minimum 
measurements of Owens River in 1904 
and builds upon them a superstructure 
of fantastic misrepresentation. He 
contends that 1904 was a year of aver- 
age run-off, and says: “The head- 
waters of Owens River are in the same 
snow belt as that of Kern River, and 
we did not observe that 1904 was ae dry 
year on that stream. Furthermore, the 
recotds of the Geological Survey show 
thatut was not such a season.” 

“Furthermore,” the records of the 
Geological Survey do not show any- 
thing of the sort. The flow of Kern 
River has been measured for fourteen 
years, and in only five years was the 
flow less than in 1904. The official 
records show that the run-off of 1904 
was only 87 per cent. of the mean flow 
for the fourteen. years of observation. 

The year 1904 was below the average 
for wetness in Owens Valley, but the 
official measurements show that the 
mean flow in the river, below all diver- 
sions, was 15,300 inches. The measure- 
ments were, made at Citrus, and the 
city owns all riparian rights below that 
point. 
and Stevens canals diverted in 1904 
no less than 2750 inches. The city 
owns all but a very small percentage 
of stock in those canals. Also it owns 
the water of creeks in the lower end 
of the valley that do not flow into 
Owens River. 

Taking the figures for 1904 only, the 
records of the Geological Survey show 
that the river below all diversions, 
and the two canals bought by the city, 
would yield a winter supply of 12,000 
inches and a summer supply of 24,000 
inches. The supply from Cottonwood 
and other ereeks should be added. 

In wet years, like this year of 1906, 
the flood season increases enormously 
the annual mean, and the surplus 
flow can be diverted from Owens Lake 
into storage reservoirs and used to 


maintain the average supply during} ones 


dry periods. There are good reservoir 
sites—more than can be utilized—be- 
‘tween Owens Valley and Los Angeles, 
and it is the purpose of the engineers 
to construct reservoirs to control the 
flow. That is why a 30,000-inch con- 
duit is required and why the 2500-inch 
conduit suggestion of Mr. Smith is a 
fantastic futility. 

Probably much of Mr. Smith's mis- 
use of hydrographic data is attributa- 
ble to ignorance, but there is no good 
excuse for his remaining in ignorance 
on a subject in whieh he seems to be 
so deeply interested. He says: “The 
idea has been held out that if the gov- 
ernment could be induced to abandon 
its Irrigation project on Owens River, 
thus causing its water right to lapse” 
etc. It is almost incredible that Con- 
gressman Smith does not know that 
the project has been abandoned and 
the government’s water rights have 
lapsed. 

If Congressman Smith does not know 
that there is an abundance of water in 
Owens Valley for the ranchers and 
for the city, and that his figure jug- 
Sling is nothing but mischievous non- 
sense, he is conspicuously disqualified 
to represent any intelligent com- 
munity. |

C. E. Steele, a Santa Fe Employee 
of San Bernardino, le Crushed by 
Machinery and Plunges Sixty Feet 
te Bottom of Shaft—Coroner Will 
Hold Inquest. 


C. E. Steel, a Santa Fé employé, aged 
about 25 years, fell in a fit on 
the floor of an elevator in the Laugh- 
lin building on South Broadway yes- 
terday morning, and a moment later 
met a horrible death by being caught 
between the cage and the shaft and 
then falling to the bottom of the ele- 
vator shaft, a distance of sixty feet. 
His home was in San Bernardino and 
he was on his way to visit the railroad 


surgeon. 

Steel entered the Laughlin build- 
ing at¥about 9:30 o'clock and stepped 
into the elevator operated by C. D. 
Herron and asked to be let off at the 
sixth floor. He moved well back in 
the cage and the elevator started. 
When the car had reached a point 
midway between the fourth and fifth 
floors, the lone passenger in the car 
suddenly pitched forward on his face 
without uttering a sound. 

Herron did his best to stop the ele- 
vator. but could not do it in time. The 
man's arms were caught between the 
elevator car floor and the iron grating 
of the shaft, and so great was the 
pressure as the body was drawn be- 
tween the shaft and the cage that the 
cast-iron frame was broken and the 
body of the man fell out of the car. 
struck the floor below just at the edge 
of the shaft and bounded off, falling 
sixty feet to the cement floor at the 
bottom of the shaft.

GHASTLY SCENE AT CHINESE i- 
RATE’S EXECUTION.

The Wuchow Idea of Justice, and 
the Way the People There Admin- 
ister It—Diabolical Measures Re- 
sorted to—How the Wily “Chinks” 
Trapped Sixteen Offenders. 


The China correspondent of the Lon- 


don Tribune says: The Chinese idea of 


justice is quite utilitarian: it is unre- 
fined, and not at all metaphysical. The 
description can certainly be applied to 
the diabolical measures taken in the 
name of justice against a gang of pi- 
rates at Wuchow a few days ago. The 
death inflicted on the pirates, by slowly 
cutting them to pieces, is known as 
“ling-chi,” and though recognized still 
by the Board of Punishments at Pek- 
ing, this cruel system is seldem re- 
sorted to. Among Europeans out here 
it Ie more expressively known as death 
by a thousand cuts. 

Recognizing the impossibility of ar- 
resting these pirates in the ordinary 
way the taotal of the district enticed 
them to his yameén by offefing a free 
pardon, together with other induce- 
ments to cease thefr depredations. 

The bait was swallowed, and seven- 
teen of the gang presented themselves 
as the yamen.

GERM HUNTERS 
ARE WANTED. 


New ‘Avocation Has Now 
Been Established. 
— — 
Profession Opened With 
Many Opportunities. 


Bacilli Nimrods Sought 
Big Cities. 


The New York Tribune is authority 
for the statement that the professionali 
germ hunter is the latest comer among 


| industrial scientists. It is his business 


to drive from cover all the mischievous 
microbes that worry folk so nowadays, 
and tell the anxious layman how they 
may be kept out of their favorite lurk- 
ing places. And he is not only a pur- 
veyor of the accumulated knowledge 
of the ages, but an investigator and ex- 
perimenter in fields the “pure scientist 
has no occasion to enter. 

The success already made the 
biochemical! laboratory—the first in the 
country—recently opened by 
C. Prescott, of the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, reveals & new 
field for the man of modern scientific 
training. It is predicted that it will not 
be long before every city in the coun- 
try will be provided with one of these 
new-fangled laboratories, and that the 
industrial biologist will, in the near 
future be as important a person in his 
way as the industrial chemist already 
is. 


The problems thet are brought to 
Prof. Prescott's investigators are in- 
tensely interesting and intensely prac- 
tical. For instance, a large milk con- 
tractor, serving hundreds of patrons in 
the city, is anxious to know the exact 
conditions of his supply, which he 
buys from two hundred or more dairies 


and farms scattered about New Eng- 
land. Not only its it “good business 


for him to e sure he is giving his 
patrons ony what is pure and whole- 
some, but, by their searching Inspection 
methods, boards of health and local 
authorities generally are leading deal- 
ers in all manner of household supplies 
to have closer regard for the quality 
of what they sell than used to de 
thought necessary. 

The Board of Health inspectors have 
such enormous quantities of this, that 
and the other to look Into that, natur- 
ally, they cannot keep the daily su- 
pervision over every shipment that 
comes into market. The milkman can- 
not depend on them to be posted as 
to how well his farmers and dairy- 
men are living up to thelr contracts 
all the time. So he engages the indus- 
trial biologist to examine his supply 
for him, find just how near the stand- 
ard that part of it furnished by each 
producer is, and recommend any meas- 
ures that will improve the quality and 
thereby help his trade. The biologist’s 
work goes beyond mere laboratory ex- 
amination of samples. He visits each 
dairy. observes the methods it em- 
ploys, notes its of cleanliness 
and the way it cares for its cattle, its 
cans and its bulldings; tests the water 
supply and pasturage—for both of 
these aré known to have no little effect 
on the quality of milk; and reports 
that the remedy for the deficiency lies 
in the hands of the veterinary, the 
sanitary engineer or the farmer and 
his helpers, as the case may be. 

Milk has been so much talked about 
as a conveyor of that people 
are more particular about milk than 
any other kind of food, probably. Yet 
the ice dealer is in a position not very 
different from that of the milk con- 
tractor. 


he cannot have pe 
the condition of each little stretch of 
water from which the harvest is cut; 
yet if there is anything unwholesome 
in the ice he sells his customers are 
quick to place the blame on him. For 
him the industrial biologist puts sam- 
ples of ſce from each supply pond to 
the tests for water purity, and ex- 
amines the source of supply itself, 
from the point of view of the sani- 
tarian. There are a good many. peo- 
ple, especially in the larger cities, who 
want to know something about where 
the ice comes from,” and the dealer 
who can tell them something about it 
and guarantee the purity of what he 
sells is the man who gets the trade. 
The industrial bacteriologist’s clients 
include almost everybody from the 
producer through the wholesaler and 
jobber to the consumer. He is a most 
useful ally for the physician who can 
have a certain amount of his investi- 
gation done by the Board of Heath, 
of course, but frequently wants spe- 
cial examinations for his own satia- 
faction. The branch of this sort of in- 
vestigation which plays so important 
2 part in modern criminal cases, the 


examination of blood and blood stains, 

is one of the flelds the germ hunter 
is taking to himself. Though he has 
but just hung out his shingle, so to 
peak. the industrial biologist has evi- 
dently set a new profession going, one 
which will grow and spread, no doubt, 
in the same marvelous fashion and 
with the same excellent results as the 
experience of the industrial chemist 
has shown. 


TURNS INTO AN ORIENTAL.

The curious phase of the case is that 
the man was, during a period of but 
a few years, absolutely changed in ap- 
pearance. When Mr. Dodd first saw 
him he was a finely developed, erect 
man of 5 feet 10% inches in height, and 
weighed, without being at all obese. 
228 pounds. He was an athiete of 
prominence and was the beau ideal of 
Vigorous, masculine, athletic manhood. 
He had plenty of hair, a long blonde 
mustache and was fair in appearance. 
At the present time he is smaller, 
stoops, is only 5 feet 8 inches in height. 
weighs 165 pounds, is weak, his hair 
has change to mouse color, his mus- 
tache can not grow hair longer than 
a quarter of an inch and it is soft and 
sparse, his chin never needs a razor, 
his complexion is sallow, and his whole 
aspect is darker than before. In fact, 
his appearance has altered so com- 
pletely that his fellow workmen have 
christened him “the Japanese.” 

From being a hustling, vigorous in- 
dividual, thoroughly endowed with the 
nerve and go of the Anglo-Saxon race, 
he has become apathetic to a degree 
entirely in keeping with his eastern ap- 
pearance.

MEDICINE MEN. 


Wield Too Much Influence 
Over Their Tribes 


Indian Bureau Conte plates 
a Big Crusade. 


Believed Magicians Cause Too 
Many Deathe. 


WASHINGTON D. c.) Aug. 18.—The 
Post this morning says that it ts con- 
templated by the Indian Bureau to in- 
stitute a vigorous campaign against 
the practices of the medicine men, or 
native Indian doctors and magicians. 
While some efforts have been made in 
the past to this effect, reports received 
from various agencies indicate that the 
medicine men Still wield a strong in- 
fluence over their people. The secrecy 
with which their operations are con- 
ducted, and the superstitious awe in 
which they are held by a large number 
of Indians, even at the present day, 
have rendered it very difficult to elim- 
mate them from the reservations, and, 
though they are proscribed by law 
from exercising their traditional fune- 
tions, it has only been the more fia- 
grant cases of their barbarous rites 
that have come to the notice of the 
authorities. . 

It is now believed that no smal! 
number of deaths result from the 


Indian Bureau who has just returned 
from the field, after investigating the 
subject. : 

“Everything connected with these 
tawny wizards,” said this gentleman, 
“Is sought to be involved in the great- 
est secrecy, and this makes investiga- 
tion difficult. A young Indian who is 
ambitious to become a doctor. and 
finally a prophet, learns from his fath- 
er or other member of his tribe the 
name and medicinal properties of some 


sufficient number of ponies to a medi- 
cine man, prevail upon the doctor to 
impart the secret of the herbs to him. 
Frequently Indians allege that the se- 
cret is revealed to them tm a dream or 
by a bird or animal. After procuring 
it, the novice is prepared to begin the 
practice of medicine. Success is, in 
their opinion, only possible. with the 
ald of the Great Spirit, and in order to 
invoke the aid of the supernatural they 
resort to various sacrifices. 


SOME SUPERSTITIONS. 


“For instance, there ts the practice 
of ascending a butte or other elevation, 


for several days without food, or unth 
they are completely exhausted. Dur- 
ing this period they profess to have 
been taught some song, or the Great 
Spirit converses with them through a 
weed, bird, wild animal, or reptile. 
They not infrequently allege that 
wolves come to them and howl, and 
that they understand what the animals 
say. 

“Again, while treating a patient, they 
place tobacco in little pouches, which 
they tie with sinew. These are nted 
brilliant colors, and fastened wil- 
low sticks about the size of the shaft 
of an arrow, but somewhat longer. Oc- 
casionally, as a substitute for the bags 
ef tobacco, strips of flannel are fas- 
tened to the tops of the sticks and 
permitted to flutter in the breeze. The 
sticks are also gayly painted, and in- 
serted in the ground or crevices of rock 
on top of a hill. This te done to gain 
favor with the Great Spirit, and secure 
his assistance in making their prac- 
tice successful, or curing the patient 
under their charge. The tobacco or 
flannel constitutes, in fact, votive of- 
fertngs. They have, of course, in the 
meantime given the patient a concoc- 
tion of medicine made from the herb 
or herbs which they especially use, the 
offering to the Great Spirit being sim- 
ply supplemental! to the giving of the 
medicine, but, nevertheless, considered 
n ry ceremonry. 

“The Indian doctors also profess to 
be able to dream out at will any prob- 
lem which is difficult of solution during 
their waking hours. After a novice 
succeeds in effecting a sufficient num- 
ber of miraculous cures to render him 
famous, he adds prophecy to his cura- 
tive attainments and makes predic- 
1 as to events which will occur in 
t future.

wooden frame, iron kettel, tin can, or 
other hollow articie or utensil that will 
answer the purpose. Herbs furnish 
the ingredieats for all medicines. In 
some instances the Indian doctors chew 

ent. 

The successful doctor first imbues 
his patient with as much superstition 
and keeps him or her as ignorant as 
possible. The so-called music of a tom- 
tom is very weird and dismal, and to 
our way of thinking very much out of 
Place in a sick room. The Indian doc- 
tor, when treating a patient, paints 
himself in dazzling colors, and arrays 
his body in fantastic garments and fur- 
belows, which are designed to, in a 
measure, increase the awe ins by 
his presence at the bedside of his 
stricken brethren. When not engaged 
in striving to relieve the suffering of 
a patient, he dresses in clothing sim- 
ilar to that worn by the ordinary mem- 
bers of his tribe. 

“While engaged in his mystic minis- 
trations, the medicine man sits over 
his drum, sometimes directly over the 
patient. Everything he does is sup- 
posed to be wrapped in the deepest 
mystery. In tome cages he applies his 
mouth to the place of pain, after first 
washing it out with clean water. By 
doing this he claims he is sucking out 
the disease with which the patient is 
afflicted. When a patient is very sick 
they on rare occasions hold a kind ot 
consultation, which they call a medi- 
cine feast, and all who are present are 
requested to parteke of what fa placed 
before them. Dogs enter very largely 
into these feasts. being considered a 
rare delicacy. To show how crude 
their knowledge of medicine and dis- 
ease is, I came across a case of an 
Indian doctor who once put brass f- 
ings into the eyes of an Indian to cure 
him of an affection of the eyes. 

DOCTORS JEALOUS, 

“The native doctors are very curious 
and jealous about the methods of white 
physicians. ‘The use by one of the lat- 
ter of a hypodermic syringe to relieve 
the sufferings of an Indian attracted 
the attention,of an Indian doctor, who 
was astonished .at the remarkably 
short time it required to allay the pa- 
tlent's suffering. The Indian doctor 
lost no time in suggesting to the white 
that they form a partnership, the In- 
dian agreeing to do the drumming it 
the physician would use the hypodermic 
syringe to quiet pain. The medicine 
man was much astonished at the re- 
jection of this notable offer of part- 
nership.

RUINS OF ANGKOR. 


Unsolved Secrets of History Lie Safely 
Hidden in Prehistoric Cambodian 
Monuments. 


Since King Stsowath's visit to Eu- 
rope, says a correspondent of the Lon- 
don Globe, we have had from time to 
time various revelations concerning 
the singular country and ple which 
he rules—but as to the o n and ex- 
act meaning, of the word Khmer, the 
ancient name of the Cambodians, 
Cambodia being a name of Siamese 
origin, it seems that no one can tell. 


ancestors they style them Khmer- 
dom, and ‘their ancestors’ country as 
Nokor-Khmer; but nothing is known 
of its “history; its civilization or its 
aspirations. There is no country in 
the world whose past is more mys- 
terious and no people whose tradi- 
tions are more nebulous. 

But of that old mysterious civiliza- 
tion there remain in Indo-China mon- 
umental bulldings so grand, of 0 mar- 
velous a conception and of so impos- 
ing and harmonious a style, that the 

laces and pagodas of the ancient 
cities of India are entirely eclipsed by 
them. There is no exact knowledge 
even of the date of their erection. For 
a long time it was believed that they 
were anterbor to the Buddhist era— 
that is to say, that they were con- 
sidered to be 2500 years old: but after 
the first important explorations Vivien 
de Saint-Martin attributed their erec- 
tion to the Christian era. Having 
studied the Sanskrit inscriptions dis- 
tinguishable on the old walls, Indian- 
ists have approximately fixed the date 
of the subsequent construction of the 
temples and as of the ancient 
cities dott the two provinces of 
Angkor and 
prised between the ninth and twelfth 
centuries of the above era. 

That land of the Khmers must have 
had in ancient times, judging from its 
remaining edifices, a civilization of 
unparalleled splendor. Centuries ago 
northern barbarians invaded its opu- 
lent cities and devastated them. n 
came a people who gave a new life to 
that region, and gradually another 
nation was constituted and became 
ten centuries ago, the Cambodia of to- 
day. with a long dynasty of kings 
whose names are unknown to history, 
but who caused to revived that 
kind of refined and powerful civil 
tion of long ago known as the “Gol- 
den Chersonesus.” 

It was during the reign of these 
kings that the palaces and temples of 
Angkor, were built. Angkor was then 
the capital, a fortified town with mon- 
umental gates and measuring thirty- 
five miles in circumference. Within 
this immense enclosure, encircling an 
almost impenet

Musical Cognomen of indians Sound 
Ridiculous When Translated 
inte Englieh. 

Manx of the Indian students shortly 
after their arrival at Haskell Institute, 
says the Lawrence (Kan.) Journal, ask

names, as the English translation is 
often ridiculous and a source of con- 
stant humiliation to its bearer. Many 
of the musical sounding names of the 
various tribes are utterly silly when 

translated into a different tongue. 

Strike-in-the-Face, Feather-in-His- 
Hat, Tobacco-in-His-Pipe and Hears- 
With-His-Ears are good illustrations 
and it is no wonder that dignified 
young Indtans sometimes object. 

The question of Indian nomenclature 
is getting to be a serious one with the 
department on account of the promis- 
cuous changes made by the Indians in 
their names. When the Indian enters 
the school he is given a school name 
which is usually a translation of his 
Indian name unless the former ig too 
ridiculous. This name he usually re- 
tains all his life in spite of the fact 
that he holds his allotted lands in an- 
other name probably spelled in five 
hyphenated syliabies. . 

The troubles of the department along 
this line are also increased by the fact 
that no two members of the same fam- 
‘ily keep the family name. 

The department has awakened to the 
fact that on account of the indifferent 
attention given by the Indians to the 
naming of their children there will be 
serious complications in a few years 
when the settling of large estates be- 
comes necessary on account of death 
of the founders of the families.
